This may not 
sippeal to the owners of vendor hen notes. Millions of dollars, 
many hundreds of millions of dollars, are invested m this 
ionii of wealth the country over, and the claim is boldly made 
that the tax assessor and the tax collector are unaware of 
their existance.

taxes on the property and 8 per cent interest to the holder of the 
notes. Maybe this is equal and uniform taxation.

Since the first tax-gathering 'govern- 


ment was formed by man, the problem 
which has never been satisfactorily solved 
is that of taxation. 


The problem has been, not so much the 


rate of taxation nor the amount of money 
required by the government, national, 
state or municipal, but the fairness and 
equalization of the tax burden, so that 
each citizen shall bear his just portion of 
the public burden. 


The good citizen does not object to pay- 


ing taxes, provided he feels that his money 
will be honestly expended for his benefit 
as a citizen of the community" and that he 
is assured he has been required to pay ex- 
actly his just proportionate part of the to- 
tal tax collected. 


Patriotism inclines people to liberality 


toward the public purse, but patriotism 
cannot reconcile the owner of the small 
'home, in Port Arthur for instance, to a, 
knowledge that his little 5-room bungalow 
on Twelfth, or Sixteenth Street is assessed 
for taxation purposes at #2,000, while 
some of the pretentious Procter Street 
homes, worth four times as much, are ren- 
dered at the same figure or lower. The 
average citizen may accept carelessness 
and even wastefulness in the public expen- 
diture as something usually to be expected, 
but he knows that such discrepancy in as- 
sessments is a form of injustice for which 
there is no excuse and he rightfully pro- 
tests against it. 


the source of greater tribulation to me dur- 
Jng my term as mayor than any other one 
thing, and the crying need for a change has 
more profoundly impressed me. It is not 
only RIGHT that every property owner 
should pay in the same ratio to his wealth 
as every other property owner, but it is 
GOOD BUSINESS for the city. In prac- 
tically every instance of OVER-VALUA- 
TION the modest home of the citizen of 
moderate means is the sufferer, while in 
almost every case of UNDER-VALUA- 
TION the owner of greater wealth is the 
beneficiary. 


Therefore, it is easy to see that any sys- 


tem which will remove this unfair discrepi- 
ancy in values will achieve two good pur- 
poses: 


(1) It will REDUCE the tax burden of 


a great many people: First by a lowering 
of values to an equitable basis, and second 
by a reduction in the tax rate. 


(2) As undervaluation almost invar- 


iably is found, when found at all, in the 
more costly properties of both individuals 
and corporations, it follows that an equal- 
ization which will increase these values 
will add enormously to the total of the 
city's taxable valuation. 


Experience in other cities beafs out the 


prophecy that if we could invoke a rule in 
Port Arthur next year which would scien- 
tifically adjust tax valuations with mathe- 
matical precision, the taxes of half the 
property owners would be lowered while 
tbe aggregate valuation would be increas- 
ed frc^m twenty-five to forty per cent. 


The situation in Port Arthur is perhaps 


no more deplorable than in most other 
cities, but it is so serious as to demand of 
the man who would conscientiously serve 
his people an earnest effort at reform. This 
I am firmly resolved xto make wjthin the 
next year, if I am re-elected, and if I can 
have the support of the commission I be- 
lieve th»t we will be able to eliminate this 
never-ending source of discontent among 
pur people. 


No particular person or» persons is to 


blame for the conditions here, but the en- 
tire matter is chargeable to the system 
which, has been practiced since the munici- 
pality was organized. This consists in look- 
ing to the'values placed a« buildings by 
those applying for the building permit to 
determine the proper assessment to levy 
against a building. This, as it may be read- 
ily seen,-virtually is turning over'to each 
citizen the privilege of naming the amount 
at which his property shall be valued for 
taxing purposes. That such a practice 
would lead to inequalities was obvious to 
me very early in my experience as mayor; 
but investigation of the various plans for 
bringing about equitable rendition of prop- 
erties required time, and it was not until 
recently that after much correspondence 
with officials of many cities, I finally de- 
cided that, the so-eafled unit system now 
successfully used in many of the' larger 
cities of the country offers the most pi;ac- 
ticable and efficient plan yet devised for 
that purpose. 
. 
" 


That is why nothing more in that direc- 


tion has been accomplished during the 
past two years. But if the voters of Port 
Arthur see fit to return me to office for 
another two years, the installation of the 
unit-system of determining taxable values 
will be one of the first propositions I shall 
submit to the new commission! 
' • „; 


Briefly the system works as follows: 
A company of competent -engineers -is 


employed to make a survey of all buildings 
in the city. This survey will determine the 
actual value at the present time of each' 
and every structure, residence, business 
house or factory. It also will include a 
careful determination of the value of all 
physical properties of corporations within- 
the city limits. 


A tax-map is then made, showing the 


worth of each piece of property in every 
section of the city, and the value thus de- 
termined will be used as a basis for tax 
assessments, and because the estimates 
will be made by experts fn tr^at line and 
values brought up to date and estimated 
on the same cost-basis, there^can no long- 
er exist the wide variance in values that 
now vex the officials and try the patriot- 
ism of the peojple. 


In the meantime, the city should enlarge the duties of ' 


it's building inspector, so that thereafter every new build- 
ing for which a permit is issued shall be inspected by him 
and its cost estimated, this cost should be placed on the 
building permit and serve as a guide to the tax assessor** 


This plan has been adopted arid successfully used by 


many cities throughout the country. In every instance of- 
ficial reports declare that while tax values were enorm- 
ously increased, in some instances as much as 60 per cent 
in the aggregate, the taxes of a • great majority of the 
taxpayers were actually reduced. This one striking result 
of the system is alone sufffciint to indicate the shameful 
inequalities that existed in these cities before the system- 
was adopted and which doutless exist in no less degree in 
Port Arthur. 


Reports on my desk from these cities also reveal that 


enough "lost" property, never before rendered for tax- 
ation, has been found and listed to defray the cost of the 
survey in taxes collected in a few years from this "lost" 
property. * 
- To my mind, *h« worst fdrm of injustice is that which 
assails the owner of the modest home. He is hi most cases 
a working man with only his daily wage or weekly salary 
for capital and probably from that 1s paying a monthly 
payment on his cottage. A difference of a few hundred 
dollars in the valuation of his home means a loss or gain 
of on« or two or several days' earnings. If this iNMie is 
over-valued, IM suffers a loss wrikh, in Us effect upon 
hb economic welfare, is far greater than an eottl toss to 
the citizen of means.. And my experience and observation 
as mayor of this city convinces me that the statement 
above made to the effect that the more modest homes 
are most frequently over-valued, Is that, If I can relieve 
this condition I shall feel that I have not sought the 
office of mayor in rain.
